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HE Wifdonr of Provideace is in 
nothing more cenfpicuous, than in 


the frequent Expreffions of its $co-- 


vereignty and Omnipotence at fuch Sea- 
fen:,. when the Defigns of furious Mea 
would put the Creation into Convulfions, 
and carry their Proje&s to a height incon- 
fiftent with the Honour and Majsfty of 
Heaven to fuffer. 

In thefe Jun@ures God is often pleas’d to 
take the Reins of Government in‘o his 
own- Hands, to check the Great Monfters 
ofthis World ia their full Career, to make 
all the Nations pay Homage to bis Supreme 
Authority, and give occation to his People 


to Triumph in thofe Exalted Words of the: 
Sacred Text, Hallelujab, for the Lord- God: 
Omnipotent Reigneth. Revelat. 19. 6.. 
‘InumerableJnftances of thisare to be found 
in Hiftory, both Sacred and Prophane 3; 
when Monftrous Tyrants and Conquering, 
Heroes have been cut off by the immediate 
Hand of Heaven, in the highedt of their 
Triumphs, and in the full courfe of theic 
Vi@iories, when they have Exalted them— 
felves above God, and fet themfelves to: 
pull down his Church the Seripture is full” 
of thefe, and I cannot think it good Maa- 
ners, toremiod you of what you ought to* 
bs fuppos'd daily Converfant with, gears 
Cole: 
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thofe few who read Bibles, in an Age, when

Jexander the Great, Tamerlane the Scythian, 
Solyman-the Magnificent, when by their 
Conquefts they were become a Terror to 
the World, Heaven faid, 4 # enough, bi- 
ther fhalc thou go and no farther, and 
Saatching them from the Pinnacle of what 
they call’d their Glory, laid their Heads ia 
the Dott. 

Others Fmioent in theie hate to the 
Chriftian Name, and furloufly breathing 
Death and Siaughter ta the Chriftian 
World, as fuch, -when too great for tie 
Power of Arms, and Men could make no 
Refiftance, the Mafter of the Vineyard thas 
cut thort thofe Days for his Ele& faxe: 
Such was Fulian the Apoftate, and Selymus 
the fir, and moft furious Empsroe of the 
Turks, who having (worn to turn thelr Arms 
againft the Chriftian World, were fum- 
mon'd to Eternity in the very Montent, as 
it may be faid, of their Proje@s. 

It would be endlefs to fpeak of Nero, 
Domition, Maximin, Dioclehan, and other 
Roman Emperors, thofe Firebrauds of God’s 
Church, who in the Primizive Times fet 
themfeives to Root ont the Chriftian Reti- 
gion from the Face of the Earth, but were 
mavy of them {natch’d away in the heat of 
their Fury, to give a B eathing Time to 
che Chriftians, that the Church might not 
be quite Overwhelmed and Extis pated. 

Heary \V. of France, when be had laid 
the Forndation of the fame Univerfal Mo- 
narchy, which. bis Grandion, the prefent 
Kiag, bas purfu’d, and bad amaffed fach 
Treafures, Scores, and Trooas, as the 
World, till then, had hardly fen, the very 
Brening before h¢ was to begin pis March, 
was cut of by an Affaffin, aad Europe, 
bowever unjuftifiable whe Fa8, was thereby 
delives'd fcom a War which muft have cof 
aSea of Biood.

His Genius has been fitted for the part — 
he was to atl, as Flagelium Dei, the Scourge 
of God upon the World, even above moft 
of the Men that ever wore a Crown ; a 
Head capable of the deepeft Councils ; a 
Temper fiery, haughty, magnificent, and 
to his own Subje@&s dreadful ; qualified to 
reduce the Nobitity to am abje@ Submiffi- 
on, and the Commons to the moft pro- 
found Slavery; aGenius fo turn’d for, and 
(dited to Government, that he hss rather 
given Mevtures to al} his Caunfellors, than 
been sfhifted by them ; Baterptize 
has been digefted in bis own Head, and few- 
er Miftakes committed by him, fpeaking os 
#0. bye own Grandeur, than the wifeft Priace 
in the World ever committed.
